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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: wrong dependency, i.e., a 
claim cannot depend on itself Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 9 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 9 does not further limit claim 8, because the dewatering 
device of claim 8 has already been defined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 8, 13-14 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 is vague and indefinite since its dependency is unclear, i.e., the claim depends on 
itself In claims 13-14 and 30 the phrase "covering less than" renders the claims 
indefinite since it is misleading. It seems from the specification that the fabric covers the 
whole web, but only contacts a portion of it. Therefore, it is suggested to change 
"covering'* to -contacting-. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-6, 12, 17-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Bluhm et al, US Patent No. 5,556,51 1. 

Bluhm et al. teach a method of impulse drying a tissue web in which a tissue/web 
is passed through a nip between an extended nip press and a heated roll, see abstract. 
Bluhm et al. teach that the web is maintained in the nip for at least 15 milliseconds, 
which falls within the claimed range, see column 2, lines 48-53 and teach the same 
temperature and pressure range at the nip as claimed, see column 1, line 60 through 
column 4, line 6. It seems that Bluhm et al. teach all the elements of the claims or at least 
the minor modification(s) to obtain the claimed invention would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are appHed for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

9. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the appUcability of 35 U.S.C, 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

10. Claims 8-11,13-16 and 22-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bluhm et al., cited above in view of apphcants admission. 

Bluhm et al. invention has been previously discussed; see above. Bluhm et al. fail 
to teach the specifics of the above claims, i.e., the permeability of the porous fabric or 
specific configurations of the fabric, (knuckles, etc.), or the use of the dewatering 
elements, such as air press or capillary dewatering means. However, all of those elements 
are very well known in the art, as applicants admit through the specification, and 
therefore using such elements in the device taught by the reference, Bluhm et al., absent a 
showing of unexpected results.
